You are hereby notified to meet at Adams Memorial Hall 


in said Town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at Ten 
O’Clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. °To choose all necessary Town Officials for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To vote to raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary for the support of schools, maintenance 
of the poor, for laying out and repairing highways, building 
and repairing bridges, for the suppression of brown tail and 
gypsy moths, for the police department and municipal court’ 
for hydrant service and electric lights, for salaries of town 
officers, for the Board of Health, for the expenses of Adams 
Memorial Building, for the State and County Tax, and for 
other necessary charges arising in said Town. 


3. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the use of Upton Post, No. 45, Depart, 
ment of New Hampshire, Grand Army of the Republic, to 
Soft the expenses of Memorial Day. 


4. To hear the reports of agents, auditors and committees 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and. appropriate 
a sum of money for the improvement of highways in accord- 
_ ance with the provisions of Sec. 4, of Chapter 35 of the Laws 
of 1905, and pass any vote relating thereto. 
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6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for maintenance of state aid roads and for 
maintenance of trunk line roads, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raisé and appropriate to carry out the provisions of Chapter 
162 of the Laws of 1918 relating to Rockingham road, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purchase of books for the Derry 
Public Library and for the maintenance of said Library, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purpose of books for the Taylor 
Library and for the maintenance of said Library, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
asum of money to sprinkle and oil the streets and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the purpose of repairing Broadway, and 
to pass any vote relating thereto. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize its Board 
of Selectmen tu make a contract to have the street lights 
burning every night in the year from twenty minutes after 
sunset until twenty minutes before sunrise and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


13. Te see if the Town will vote to establish a hydrant at 
the head of Abbott street in said Town, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to exempt from taxation 
for a period of ten years, or any part thereof, the canital em- 
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ployed by Hunt and Tapley in their shoe manufacturing bus- 
iness, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to ratify the vote of 
March, 1915, discontinuing that part of the highway whish 
runs from Beal’s corner to Hampstead Street near Spollett’s 
store or any part of said highway, the Boston & Maine having 
made the agreed improvements by relocating the West 
Hampstead station, aud pass any vote relating theteto. 


16. ‘To see if the Town will purchase surety bonds for 
all town officials required by law to furnish bonds, and to 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


17. To see if the town will vote to authorize and instruct 
the Selectmen to release ard quitclaim to Charles G. Parker, 
its right, title and interest in the real estate of the late Ed- 
ward T. Parker.

AUDITORS’ REPORT. 


Y our auditors have put in over a week’s time in going 
over the accounts of the Collector. We have gathered to. 
gether quite a mass of figures but we do not feel that they. 
are sufficiently accurate to be printed in the annual report. 
According to the books of the tax collector the uncollected. 
taxes on Feb. 15 amounted to $30,188.49. In leu of a more 
detailed report your auditors would at this time make several 
recommendations which in our opinion would improve. the 
tax situation of the town. 

. We would recommend that the selectmen give the col~ 
lector a list of the polls to be collected in the month of April 
instead of waiting until the property tax is committed to him 
in the middle of the summer: iY 

To comply with the statute the property tax should be 
committed to the collector on or before June 30, and in mak, 
ing the appraisal the selectmen should take care to cee that 
all requirements of the statutes are complied with. i 

_It appears that pol] taxes can only be collected successfully 


dU 


by personal solicitation and we would recommend that so far 
as possible a demand be made for the payment of all pol] 
taxes in April. If not paid on demand, payment should be 
enforced. 

It has become customary for the Town to purchase practi 
cally all taxes sold by the collector. This condition should 
not prevail. Outsiders should buy these taxes and they 
would were all legal requirements more strictly complied with, 
particularly the requirement that the taxes be committed to 
the collector on or before June 380. After a sale of taxes has 
been made, there are further requirements in regard to notices 
which should be complied with. All mortgagees should be 
notified by the purchaser within 30 days after the sale.. To 
enable the Town to do this, the list should be handed to the 
selectmen at once and they should notify all mortgagees 
within the 30 days ctherwise the sale is void as to the mort- 
gagees. } 

If it should be necessary for the Tewn to purchase any 
taxes a more careful record should be kept in order that the 
auditors can tell whether the same have ever been paid, to 
whom they were paid and the amount collected. The select- 
men alone should be responsible for these taxes. If they are 
not paid within two years the selectmen should demand a 
deed from the co’lector. | 

Several large taxpayers have formed the habit of letting 
their taxes run for several years and then compromising with 
the Town by paying merely the face of the tax. All property 
‘taxes are collectible together with interest and costs. The 
proper way to handle such cases would be to sell the tax and 
the purchaser should demand a deed at the expiration of two 
years. Or the selectmen may authorize suit brought on any 
 tax- ; 

Abatements should be made by the selectmen only after 
eareful consideration of each:case, and when it has been deci- 
ded to abate any taxes, an abatement list should be handed to

the collector rather than to give him an order on the treasurer 
for the amount abated. 

The selectmen should call for the collector’s books 
monthly ard together with the treaserer should check up the 
game. 

The coilector in remitting to the treasurer should indi- 
cate what years taxes are included in the remittance and the 
amouut of each and at the end of each month he should hand 
to the treasurer and selectmen an itemized list of all collec- 
tions for the month. 

The selectmen should not draw an order on the treasurer 
for taxes sold to the town and for taxes abated, to do this 
makes the cash collections appear larger than they really are. 

Finally we recommend that the town auditors make a 
careful audit of the books of the collector after the March 
meeting when there is more time to make a careful examination. 
All worthlesss and uncollectible taxes should be abated, and 
the balance should be collected, and in this balance we would 
include the large amount sold to the Town. In fact we 
would recommend the greatest tax clean up the Town has 
ever known.

In accordance with votes passed at the last annual election 
your board of firewards have transacted the business of the 
district as in their judgement seemed to be for the best in- 
terests of the community. 

In the first place we purchased a high power car and 
made the same over into a tractor for the hook & ladder 
truck, and we think we are safe in saying there is none better 
in existence for the money expended. The roof of the tower 
has been repaired as per your vote. Your board have tried in 
every way to make the fire-fighting force and equipment the 
standard of efficiency and strength. 

We hereby beg leave to thank the business men of the 
town for the encouragement we have received from them. 

We have had during the past year 73 calls as follows: 17 
bell alarms, of this number seven were for chimney fires; 41 © 
still alarms for chimney fires, of this number 15 were handled 
with small garden hose alone, the rest required chemicals also;

Most of the cesspcols have been cared for when needed 
as Mr. Wells has a standing order to Jook out for them and 
tries to do so, and there has been very few complaints as 
most owners are anxious and willing to keep their property in 
sanitary condition. 

There were 40 cases of scarlet fever, 14 of measles and 
three of diphtheria and quite a number of whooping cough, 
this last was not reported to any extent so the exact number 
isnot known. All must remember whooping cough must be 
reported as well as any other disease and the same penalty is 
applicable for not doing so. 

A new ruling by the State Board is that hereafter any 
assistance toa quarantined family must come through the 
family applying direct to the Selectmen, not through the 
Health Officer. a 

The largest part of expense of the office of Board of 
Health has been in the assistance rendered to quarantined 
families. suas 
From now on under proper precautions the bread winner 
of the famiiy is tobe allowed to continue in his daily occupa- 
tion and still live at home, thereby being put to no extra 
expense, will not be entitled to assistance on account of 
quarantine. These are the latest instructions from the State 
Board. *

DERRY PUBLIC LIBRAEY 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
DERRY PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The record of the work of the library for the past year 1s 
quite fully given in the report of the librarian which is here- 
with presented. A circulation of nearly 40,00 with less than 
6,000 books and at so small expense of administration is we 
believe, without a parallel in the state. 

Our circulation, with that of the Taylor brary, shows 
that the inhabitants of Derry are a reading people to an 
extent probably not exceeded bv those of any other town or 
city. 

Especial attention is called to the “school work” of the 
library. Almost daily the librarian is consulted by pupils 
not only of the elementary schools but also of the Academy 
for assistance in securing informasion to be found in books of 
reference, magazine articles, etc., that will be helpful in the 
preparation of papers on various subjects assigned by the 
teachers. 

Realizing that scholars in outlying districts not having 
s0 convenient access to the library as those in this village and 

believing that so far as possible all should share in its ‘privi- 
leges the librarian, as seen by her report, has arranged to 
furnish several of the schools with a carefully selected assort- 
ment of books each term, their distribution to be in charge of 
the teachers, that this is appreciated is evident from the large 
namber of books read by the scholars. ‘Transportation has 
been kindly furnisbed by Superintendent Cutts, who with 
members of the school board and the teachers have expressed 
themselves as in favor of the plan.

The teachers are also given special cards entitiing them 

to the use of such books as may be helpful in their work to be 
kept longer than the usual time. Thus the library may be 
said to be practically a part of our public school system and 
is rendering an important service in the educational work of 
the town. An invitation is extended to all our towns people 
to visit the library and learn more in detail the various fea- 
tures connected with its work,

T present the twelfth annual report for the year ending 
Jan. 34, 1917. : 

Phe library and reading room have been open every at- 
terneon and evening with the exception of Sundays and Hel 
days, the same hours as last year. 


CIRCULATION. 


Our circulation has been larger than any previous year, 
being 39,514 an increase of 4,924 over last year. I believe 
there is not another library in the state which can report so 
large a circulation with so few books or as small a working 
force. 

ACCESSIONS. 

We have not been ableto add so wany new books as of 
late years. The price of books as well as most commodities 
has risen and more money will be required to purchase even 
as many as we have formerly. Those purchased however we 


have endeavored to have of the best. On our non-fiction 
shelves can be found material on most subjects in which our 
towns people are interested and our fiction lists contain the 
best of the new books. We endeavor to supply books for all 
classes and suggestions from patrons are always welcome. 
Reading lists of various subjects have been placed in the 
library and the weekly papers Our bulletin boards have 
been kept filled with the picture covers of the new books and 
the semi annual lists have been printed as usual for free dis- 
tribution. 

CARE OF BOOKS, 


| Mis. Howe the assistant has had nearly the whole care of 
ns repairing books and has done excellent work. There have 
heen 3, 814 repaired an increase of 1028 over last year. Only 
two volumes have been sent away for rebinding. The backs 
and titles of our books are kept legible by cleaning, reletter- 
ing and varnishing that our shelves may present a neat and 
attractive appearance.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Board of Education of the Derry Town School District: 

I herewith submit my annnal report on the condition and 
progress of the schools. 

The schools continued from the time of the last report 
until the close «f the schools in June with but little in- 
terruption. Fifty-three were graduated in June. Thirty- 
even of these were from the Oak St. school, and the 
remaining 16 were from the various rural ‘schools. 

The schools re-opened September 8 with several changes 
in the teaching force. George W. ltobie, who had been the 
successful Principal of the West Side school for a number of 
years, declined a re-election, and Miss K. Bertha Clarke was 
made Principal of the school. Miss Adelle Rand, a graduate 
of Keene Normal school, was chosen to fili the vacancy in 
the 6th grade in the Oak St. school caused {by the promotion 
of Miss Clarke. Miss Ranney, who had substituted the latter 
part of last year, was retained asa regular teacher of the 
new 2nd grade. Miss Tebbetts, who had substituted_in the 
7th grade the term ending in June, was retained as it was 
necessary to have two 7th grades. Miss McS&rail was 
transferred from District No. 4toa ist grade in the Court 
room. Miss Annie G. Murray, a graduate of Lowell Normal 
school, was selected for the school in District No. 4, and Miss 
Mary V. Reardon, a graduate otf Salem Normal school, 
succeeded Miss Pressey at No. 7, the latter having left to 
enter Keene Normal school. As was indicated in the report 
last year several new classes were needed, and teachers were 


thus provided for them. 
It was expected that the new building would be ready 
for use early in the year, so temporary arrangements were 
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made to accommodate the extra classes as follows: The 
Court room was again used for a lst grade. The first-grade. 
rooins in both the Oak St. and West Side schools and the 
2nd grade room at the Oak St. building were given double 
use; that is, each of these rooms was occupied by one class 
from 9 to 12 in the forenoon, and by another class from 1 to 
4 in the afternoon. ‘The six classes occupying these rooms in 
this way have had shorter days than usual, but the work has 
been so arranged and administered that they have progressed — 
quite as rapidly as in former years, and it may be best to 
continue the arrangement through the rest of the year. 

The new building, after much delay, is nearing comple" 
tion. This building will afford ample room for the probable 
increase for a number of years. It will also afford opportu- 
nity for developing new lines of work, such as manual train- 
ing, or Mechanic and Domestic Arts. ‘These subjects must 
be introduced into our schools if the schools are to serve ade- 
quately the needs of the community. I will quote trom my 
report last year: “Not only ean practical knowledge and 
skill be acquired by the use of these subjects, but with many 
pupils they serve general educational ends better than the 
ordinary subjects to which we devote so much time.’”’ More— 
over, they are required by our new State Program of Studies. 

Another very important need can be met at least as far 
as room is concerned. That need:is a special room for those 
who for any reason may need special help. These may be 
those who are behind their grade or those who are exception- 
ally good scholars and who by a little assistance can be ad 
vanced. A study of the retardation in our schools in Septem- 
ber revealed the fact that scattered through the 19 classes in 
the Oak St. and West Side schools were 69 children who 
were three years or more behind grade. This is a deplorable 
condition, and cannot be remedied by any one device. Spec- 
ial rooms and manual work will do much, however to improve 
this condition. 
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I fee] that in justice to the teachers I should again rec- 
ommend an increase of salaries. On account of the great in- 
crease in the cost of living tLeiz salaries are not sufficient to 
pay the necessary living expenses for the year. They must 
have additioual earnings or income in order to live reasona- 
bly. I feel, too, that something should be done to aid our 
teachers professionally. Many of them have been out of the 
Normal School or training schoolsome tme. Few can afford 
at their present salaries to go to summer school. Two ways 
of giving this aid may be suggested: 1st, by giving a bonus, | 
sayof $25, to each teacher who spends a specified time at an 
approved summer school, or 2nd, by requiring all the teach- 
ers to report one week before the schools begin in September 
for a week of instruction in methods, pedagogy, ete., the 
teachers to be given full pay during that week. I believe 
the latter method ig perfectly feasible, and could be made to 
yield large results for the expenditure involved. 

The new Program of Studies issued last year by the 
State Department is in line with the best and most progress- 
ive ideas on the subject. It isin some ways quite a radical 

_change from the cource previously used, in that it provides 
for the elementary work to be done in the first six years, the 
7th, and 8th, years being given to Junior High school work. 
This is the ideal arrangement, but on account of the fact that 
we have so many widely scattered schools where it would be 
impossible to do the werk of the Junior High school, and also 

on account of our peculiar relation to the Academy for secon- 
dary work, it seems to be impossible for us to undertake at 
present the Junior High school work. This condition was 
anticipated by the Department and an optional course was 
offered for the 7th and 8th grades. Under the conditions: 
peculiar to our situation, it is probably best that we continue 
tor the present the eight-grade elementary course as outlined 
by the new Program. 

At the urgent request of Principal Poor of the Avademy,, 
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i have endeavored recently to visit the classes of the Acade- 
my with some degree of regularity. The Academy is essen- 
tially a part of our school system, and while there has always 
been close and sympathetic co-operation between the Acad- 
emy authorities and the school authorities, it may be well to 
- consider the advisibility of establishing some official relation 
between the superintendent and the school. 

I would urge again the advisibility of an evening school for 
the benefit of our adult foreign born population. These peo- 
ple are exceedingly anxious to acquire mastery of the English 
language, and itis very desirable that they should. This 
would make for better citizenship and more sympathetic at- 
titude towards our American institutions generally. . 

Through the activity of the Parent-Teacher Association, 
nurse inspection was attempted for a short time. Lack of 
funds prevented a suiticiently long trial to fully demonstrate its 
usefulness. I am convinced, however, that nurse inspection is 
very much needed, and would accomplish a very great amount 
of good in the school and inthe community. For Derry 
this may be better and more economical than medical in. 
spection as provided by the Medical [nspection act. 

In an effort to teach our children thrift, a school savings 
bank has been started. ‘This will involve some little work 
for the teachers, but if we can teach the boys and girls to 
save their pennies rather than spend them for useiess and 
even harmful things and amusements, much good will be 
accomplished. It is not so much what one earns, but rather 
how he spends his earnings that determines his future financial 
condition. | 

Much needed improvements at District No. 6 have been 
made. The shed has been completely changed and proper 
toilet arrangements have been provided. Similar improve- 
ments should be made at other schools, particularly at No. 3. 
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The following table of statistics may be of interest.

It 
will take some little time to adjust ourselves to the new 
course of study. It is already proving helpful, however. 
iixcellent spirit prevails, and the co-operation of the home is 
good. We may properly expect the very best results from 
the year’s work. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the members of the Board 
for their generous co-operation, and the teachers, pupils and 
parents for their helpfulness in matters pertaining to the 
well-being of the schools.

To the Board of Education of Derry Special District No. 2: 

_I beg to submit the following report for the year ending 
uCHaEy 15, 1917. 

__. Early in the Spring term, Miss Ide, who had given 
erralicel service for a year as prinsipal and teacher of the 
Grammar room, was obliged to reliuquish the position because 
ef sickness. Mrs. Swett finished the year very satistactorily- 
A class of seven was graduated in June. 

| The schools opened Sept. 8 with Mrs. Mabel F. Brown as 
principal. At the end of the Fall term, Mrs. Brown resigned 
and Mrs. Juiia M. Muzzey, a teacher of much experience, is 
now acting principal. It may be possible to retain her at least 
through the year. These frequent changes of teachers is un- 
fortunate. ‘They tend to interrupt the continuity of the work 
and make difficult the maintenance of high standards. We 
have been fortunate, however, in having good experienced 
teachers all the time. Hence the losses caused by the fre- 
quent changes have been minimized. We have been fortu- 
nate also in retaining the same excellent teacher in the pri- 
mary room for a succession of years. 

The school is generally fortunate in its composition and 
environments. It may be desirable to have less grades ina 
room, but with the number of pupils that we have, the pres- 
ent arrangement of four grades in a room is good, better in 
some waysthan large single grade rooms. The Academy 
has given the community a school atmosphere, which has a 
helpful influence even on the children in the lower grades. 
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The expenditure for books and supplies for the year has 
been exceedingly small. Some new books will be needed 
during the next year. 

The work for the year has been quite satisfactory. Good 
progress is being made, and the present indications are that 
school year will be completed with excellent results to the 
credit, of the schools. 

The following facts were reported to the State Depart- 
ment for the year ending in June: 

Total enrollment, 80; average membership, 67.79; aver- 
age attendance, 62.51; per cent of attendance, 92.21. The 
per cent of attendance was 2 per cent less than the year be 
fore, and much lower than it should he. 

The censns of the school children in September shows 
81 between the ages of 5 and 16. Of these 3 between 5 and 
8 were not in school. and two between 14 and 16 were not in 
school; 15 were in the Academy and 61 in the public school. 

For the year ending in June, four were on the roll of 
perfect attendance:
